This room, like many of the highly 
carved rooms of the period, is of oak growp 
in Austria, exceptionally hard wood whieh 
enabled the carver to get very sharp precise 
outlines. His fine work was, however, ag 
cording to the custom, promptly painted over 
in white or some light color. With the pass 
ing of time, the paint peeled away, and was 
not renewed, yet it took an expert carver al 
most a year to remove the remnants, a task 


nearly as delicate as the original carving, 


All such work must be done by hand, for 
any use of chemicals would stain and injure 
the wood. This room is furnished with fine 
furniture of the period, including a carved 
and gilded commode, small tables, chairs wi 
Aubusson tapestry and a marble mantel,

DECORATORS CLUB SYMPOSIUM 


OF THE WORLD’S 


Tie full scope of the forthcoming New 
York World’s Fair of 1939 was revealed for 
the first time to the public on November 9, 
in three stimulating addresses constituting the 
first of three symposia to be conducted by 
The Decorators Club for all persons interested 
in art and design. 

Mr. Stephen F. Voorhees, chairman of the 
Board of Design for the Fair and the first 
speaker, supplemented his address with lan- 
tern illustrations showing plans, models and 
colored renderings of proposed buildings 
which enabled the audience to visualize clearly 
the Fair in advance of its construction. 

Most of Mr. Voorhees’ remarks were con- 
fined to a delineation of the plans and archi- 
tecture of the project. He said in part that 
the Board has “set out to build a fair that 
will furnish gayety, festivity, novelty, beauty, 
drama, comfort and delight to the millions 
of visitors expected; yet our chief purpose is 
the betterment of mankind. The theme is 
the creation of a better and fuller life—the 
All that has 
been learned, or discovered, or fabricated to- 
ward this end, in the one hundred and fifty 
Washington’s first in- 


advancement of human welfare. 


years since George 
auguration as President in the City of New 
York; all that is good and attainable by 
individuals and communities; all the goods 
and ideas thus far developed, will be dis- 
played in a that, 
seeing what is available to them, visitors to 
the Fair may be inspired to work with their 
fellow citizens for a more worthy future.” 
Mr. Ernest C. Peixotto, Chairman of the 
Collaborative Council of the Fair, discussed 
the important place which color and design 
will occupy in the great project. “The vast 
exterior walls of the exhibition,” said Mr. 
Peixotto, “will probably be windowless, and 
their surfaces will be broken into spaces filled 
with monochrome or polychrome ornament;

“Inside the buildings the interior designer 
enters the scene in a very necessary way 
by dramatizing the various exhibits through 
a fine use of color and design, thus adding 
greatly to the presentation of the subject.” 

The ten art museums located in New York 
City have been adjudged as being too scat- 
tered and too far from the scene to provide 
the Fine Art for the World’s Fair. And the 
regrettable decision of the Board to ignore 
the past except as a perspective for the future 
prompted the third speaker, Mrs. Juliana R. 
Force, Director of the Whitney Museum, to 
an indirect criticism of the Board of Design 
for not including a Fine Arts Building in 
its plans. She declared that the Fair pre: 
sented too great an opportunity for awaken- 
ing the pride of the entire nation, impressing 
foreign visitors and providing cultural bene- 
fits, to become merely a gigantic gate receipt. 

The Decorators Digest is heartily in accord 
with Mrs. Force’s viewpoint, and urges that 
provision be made for a suitable representa- 
tion of the Fine Arts of the past while there 
is yet ample time for plans to be altered.

In the room from a castle near Asti the 
walls are largely covered with painted paper 
in vernal colors, with the furnishings carry- 
ing out the flower-like effect. A blue, elaborate. 
ly painted lacquer commode, of a sort rarely 
found outside museums or private collections, 
sustains the pale sky-blue of the lower wall 
panels. Six polychromed and lacquered wood 
statuettes representing the continents are set 
at intervals around the walls. Painted arm 
chairs, a settee and a pair of gueridons deco- 
rated with flower paintings complete the fur 
nishings. The original doors of this room are 
preserved in an Italian museum because the 
government considered them too fine to be 
allowed out of the country. 

The fifth room is of the Louis XVI period. 
painted white, with carved pilasters and four 
painted panels on canvas. In spite of the 
classical architectural elements of _ pilasters 
and capitals, and a deeply carved overmantel. 
confined in a comparatively small space, the 
proportions are so managed as to create an 
effect of lightness and delicacy. The furnish- 
ings are of the period, and include painted 


chairs and marquetry tables.

Continued jrom page 88 
expensive hand carved woodwork, and wood 
veneer on a fabric backing for actual panel. 
ing: but certain details such as authentic 
cornices and trim that are not mere moldings 
without any basis of design should be insisted 
upon to give definite architectural character 
to the office. Even plain paint can be used 
effectively for offices without paneling, and the 
customary light colors do not have to be 
employed, for many office backgrounds are 
painted dark green, brown or blue and con- 
stitute a pleasing complement for furniture, 
rugs, upholstery and curtains of lighter hue. 

English furniture in the Eighteenth Cen- 
tury style, because it is of a definite masculine 
character, big in scale and formal in design, 
is particularly well suited to offices. But a 
room of French derivation furnished with 
Louis XV pieces can be equally suitable with- 
out sacrifice of efficiency or dignity. In this 
case, however, an old oak boiserie should be 
chosen as the logical background for the 
French furniture, with an Aubusson rug laid 
on the floor. In either case, whether English 
or French in feeling, the lighting fixtures 
should be the same style and character as the 
other furnishings in the room. 

Many highly satisfactory offices are being 
designed in the contemporary Modern style 
because it is both new and smart, and also 
because it serves in counteracting the undesir- 
able architectural shortcomings of the usual 
office in such important details as irregular 
and unbalanced wall spaces, beams and piers 
as no traditional style does, and _ therefore 
constitutes an individual and desirable style 
of décor for office design. Walls may be of 
cork or linoleum, or of wall paper or fabric 
in a new treatment; the windows may have 
Venetian blinds or vertical metal louvres in- 
stead of curtains, and the floor may be of 
rubber tile, linoleum or cork, with or without 
rugs laid down over it. Furniture in the office 
may heighten the Modern insistence of the 
designing by being of metal or exotic woods 
upholstered in modern synthetic fabrics. 

Regardless of its style of design there 
should be provided, in every private office that 
will permit the layout, a large capacious desk. 
a comfortable sofa and at least one uphol- 
stered chair; in addition there should be a 
pair of arm chairs and convenient tables.
